The  Morleymen  spirit  throughout  the  year, 
and  with  some  luck  could  have  made  the  record  more  im- 
pressive. Losing  four  men,  three  of  them  starters,  next  year 
looks  like  a  rebuilding  year.  However,  with  work  and  determi- 
nation, the  '65-'66  edition  of  the  Ambassadors  may  be 
greater  than  ever.

The  Ambassadors  opened  the  season  with  a  home  game 
against  the  Preachers  of  LINCOLN  CHRISTIAN.  The  B.C. 
men  were  handed  a  sound  defeat,  75-94,  as  they  could  not 
get  started. 

Taking  to  the  road,  B.C.  found  the  formula  for  victory  at 
BETHEL.  The  Morleymen  walked  off  with  their  first  win  on 
Bethel's  floor  since  Coach  Morley  took  over  the  helm. 
Highlights  of  the  game  were  Dick  Loverstrand's  33  points, 
the  floor  leadership  of  Bob  Moening,  and  the  all-around 
teamwork. 

Revenge  is  sweet!  After  three  trounclngs  in  the  past  two 
years  at  the  hands  of  GRACE,  the  Ambassadors  turned  the 
tables.  Playing  on  the  Lancers'  home  floor,  the  B.C.  five 
led  most  of  the  way. 

Traveling  to  TRINITY,  the  cagers'  two-game  winning  streak 
was  ended  in  a  rough,  sloppy  game.  Noel  Klotzbach  was 
injured  with  the  loss  of  two  teeth.  It  symbolized  the  boys' 
frustration  about  the  game,  as  nothing  went  right.  Fighting 
an  uphill  battle  all  the  way,  B.C.  finally  lost  55-61 . 

Playing  CONCORDIA  for  the  first  time,  the  Morleymen 
defeated  the  Saxons  68-63.  Playing  one  of  their  best  games 
of  the  season.  Fort  Wayne  led  all  the  way.  Dick  Lovestrand 
turned  in  a  great  defensive  game,  holding  7-foot  Ron  Rent- 
ner  to  just  six  points.  Again,  team  play  was  the  key  to  victory. 

Although  down  by  46-34  at  halftime,  the  Ambassadors 
came  back  to  tie  MALONE,  and  forced  the  game  into 
overtime.  Bob  Moening  then  shot  B.C.  into  a  six  point  lead, 
but  the  team  was  unable  to  hold  it  and  lost  their  third  game 
of  the  year,  83-85. 

Traveling  to  OAKLAND  CITY,  the  cagers  did  not  experi- 
ence Southern  hospitality,  as  was  proven  by  the  102-64  score.

Carrying  their  winning  streat  into  the  game  with  ROSE 
POLY,  Ft.  Wayne  saw  it  end  87-89.  B.C.  had  a  rough  first 
half,  and  was  on  the  short  end  of  a  37-49  halftime  score. 
Not  willing  to  see  their  string  of  victories  end  without  a  fight. 
Coach  Morley's  boys  roared  back  and  went  in  front  70-68. 
However,  Rose  Poly  scored  the  next  eight  points,  too  much 
for  the  Ambassadors  to  overcome.

regulation  time.  In  the  extra  session  the  lead  changed  hands 
several  times  before  Darryl  Congos  put  Fort  Wayne  ahead. 
The  final  score  was  107-105. 

A  comeback  fell  short  at  SPRING  ARBOR.  Trailing  by 
15  points  with  less  than  four  minutes,  B.C.  employed  their 
press.  Though  effective,  it  was  not  sufficient  and  they  lost 
92-97. 

After  drawing  a  first-round  bye.  Fort  Wayne  advanced 
to  the  championship  game  of  the  Lincoln  Christian  College 
Tournament  by  defeating  CINCINNATI   SEMINARY  96  78. 

In  the  opening  game  of  the  season  LINCOLN  CHRISTIAN 
beat  Fort  Wayne  94-75.  With  this  very  much  in  mind,  the 
Ambassadors  were  determined  to  play  their  best  game 
of  the  year,  and  they  did.
